New Delhi, the 3rd April 1975 

S.O. 167(E).—In pursuance of clause (a) of sub section (2) of section 9 of the Delimita* 
tion Act. 1972, and in continuation of its Notification No. 2B2/BR/75, dated 25 Match, 
1975, published in the Gazette of India and in the Bihar Government Gazette on 25 
March, 1975, containing proposals for the delimitation of parliamentary and assembly 
constituencies in Bihar, together with the dissenting proposals received from the Associate 
Members, the Delimitation Commission hereby publishes the further dissenting proposals 
received by it from the Associate Member. 

NOTE OF DISSENT TO THE DEI.IMITATION OF PARLIAMENTARY AND 

ASSEMBLY CONSTITUENCIES IN THE STATE OF BIHAR—PUBLICATION 
OF THE COMMISSION’S PROPOSALS 

I would like to invite your kind attention to the following points:— 

1, That Commission appears to have followed a guideline that the parliamentary 
constituencies of a district would be limited to the same district as far as possible. 
Wherever there arc surplus 'assembly constituencies, they have been carried over to the 
parliamentary constituency of the neighbouring district or districts. This has been followed 
in many districts for instance in Singhbhum, Palamau, Dhanbad and Santh'al l’aiganas 
districts of the backward region of Cholanagpur and Santhai Parpanas. 

2. Every effort has been made to make the least changes in the parliamentary and 
Assembly constituencies. 
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1 dm afraid, these yardsticks have not been uniformly applied in all parliamentary an d 
assembly constituencies, i would, therefore, like to submit the following suggestions which 
may please be seriously considered while finalising the delimitation of the constituencies:— 


(1) Parliamentary constituencies 

(a) Singhbhum District .—This district hes In the Southern most tip of Bihar and ha s 14 

assembly constituencies. There are the following two parliamentary constituencies com¬ 
prising 6 ’assembly constituencies each as proposed by the Commission:_ 

1- 50-Jamshedpur 

2. 51'Singhbhum (ST) 

There are thus two surplus assembly constituencies : 

1, 293-Ichagarh 

2. 300-Kharswan (ST) 

These two surplus assembly constituencies can be by geographical features and con¬ 
tiguity. tagged on to the parliamentary constituencies of no other than those of Ranchi 
district. 

(b) Ranchi has 15 assembly constituencies and together with 2 assembly constituencies 
from Singhbhum district they work out to 17 assembly constituencies, Ranchi has 3 
parliamentary constituencies and thus falls short of one ‘assembly constituency and hence 
one surplus assembly constituency from Palamau district can be added to 53-Lohardaga 
(ST) parliamentary constituency. 

(c) Palamau district has 9 assembly constituencies and after the formation of 54- 
Palamau (SC) parliamentary constituency, thcro ‘arc 3 surplus constituencies out of which 
the first is 317-Manika (ST), the second is 316-Latehar (SC) and third is 318 -Phanki. 

As 53-Lohardaga (ST) is the adjacent parliamentary constituency to 317-Manika (ST) 
of Palamau district and in order that this Scheduled Tribe constituency should conform to 
article 9(l)(d) of the Delimitation Act, 1972, this 317-Manika (ST) assembly constituency 
along has to be ragged on to 53-Lohardaga (ST) parliamentary constituency. There is full 
justification to have 6 assembly constituencies Tescrvod for Scheduled Tribes put under 53- 
Lohardaga (ST) parliamentary constituency when such a possibility exists. 

There has been an addition of assembly constituency reserved for scheduled tribe in 
Singhbhum district and hence one of the neighbouring constituencies can be tagged on to 
52-Khunti (ST) parliamentary constituency. This has resulted in relieving 313-Gumla 
(ST) assembly constituency of 52-Khunti (ST) parliamentary constituency 'and has been 
added to 53-I.ohardaga parliamentary constituency for reasons of contiguity, facilities of 
communication 'and public convenience. 

Again 53-Lohardage (ST) parliamentary constituency in the present proposal of the 
Commission has only 50,01 per cent of the Scheduled Tribes, particularly when there is a 
geographically compact area of 6 'assembly constituencies reserved for Scheduled Tribes, 
there arc facilities of communications and public convenience. These fixed assembly con¬ 
stituencies would work out to a tribal concentration of 64.57 per cent instead of 50.01 per 
cent. This is a valid ground for putting all the * assembly constituencies reserved for 
scheduled tribes under 53-Lohardaga (ST) parliamentary constituency. 

In contrast 52-Khunti (ST) parliamentary constituency has 72.99 per cent of tribal 
population and 51-Singhbhum (ST) has a tribal population of 66.86 per cent as against 
50.01 per cent of tribal population in 53-Lohardaga (ST) parliamentary constituency. This 
even though unwittingly, is a discrimination against 53-Lohard'aga parliameniary consti¬ 
tuency. 

It is, therefore, submitted with all the humility at my command that the present pro¬ 
posal of the Commission is not in conformity with the provisions of the Delimita¬ 
tion Act, 1972 which read as under:— 

DELIMITATION OF CONSTITUENCIES 

9(l)(a) all constituencies shall, as far as practicable, be geographically compact 
areas, and in delimiting them regard shall be had to physical features, 
existing boundaries of administrative units, facilities of communication and 
public convenience; 
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9(l)(d) constituencies in which seats are reserved for the Scheduled Tribes shall, 
as far as practicable, be located in areas where the proportion of their 
population to the total is the largest. 

With regard to the present proposal of taking 307-Hatia and 308-Kanke (SC) assembly 
constituencies of Ranchi district to be tagged to 48-Hazaribagh Parliamentary constituency 
and giving in exchange 316-Lalehar (SC) and 318-Panki of Palamau district to be tagged 
to 53-Lohardaga (ST) parliamentary constituency amounts to robbing Peter to pay Paul 
and at the same time suffers from the disabilities of geographical compactness of area, 
facilities of communication and public convenience. 307-Hatia assembly constituency of 
Ranchi district is not contiguous to 308-Kanke (SC) assembly constituency as there is 306- 
Ranchi assembly constituency in between. Whereas 308-Kanke (SC) could be contiguous 
to other assembly constituencies of 48-Hazaribagh parliamentary constituency, it would be 
more contiguous 'and provide better facilities of communication and public convenience to 
49-Ranchi parliamentary constituency. 

Adding 307-Hatia and 308-Kanka (SC) to 48-Hazaribagh parliamentary constituency 
hits article 91(l)(a) of the Delimitation Act, 1972. 


(2) Assembly constituencies 

So far as the assembly constituencies are concerned there was no need to upset the 
entire district, where the number of assembly constituencies remains unchanged. For 
example, Singhbhum had 14 assembly constituencies and Ranchi had 15 assembly constitu¬ 
encies and Ranchi had 15 assembly constituencies. Except for the reserved seats for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, there has been no change materially in the number 
of constituencies. If their population has increased, it has increased proportionately in 
all assembly constituencies. 

I had submitted the proposals with regard to 313-Gumla (ST) assembly constituency 
where the tribal population is only 55.57 per cent, which could be increased to 70.70 per 
cent by adding Gram panchayats with major tribal population and deducting gram p'ati- 
chayats with comparatively less percentage of tribal population. This would be in con¬ 
formity with articles 9(l)(a) and 9(l)(d) of the Delimitation Act, 1972. 

T had submitted similar suggestions for 305-Khijri, and 307-Ranchi Sadar (ST) (now 
Hatia) and 309-Bero (ST) (now Mandar), 

3. Apart from this there are other pressing grounds as to why Ranchi and Singhbhum 
Districts should not be left alone. The 5 parliamentary constituencies of Singhbhum and 
Ranchi districts can be suitably carved out as under:

4. Dhanbad District has 8 assembly constituencies and 6 of tbees assembly cmiwUr- 
tuencies are formed into 47-Dhanbad parliamentary constituency. 

5. There are 6 assembly constituencies in Giridih District. Two surplus mraiUy 
constituencies of Dhanbad have been put together with 4 assembly constituencies 
Giridih District under 46-Giridih parliamentary constituency. Four out of eight rastmUy’- 
constituencies of Giridih district have been put under 45-Dhanwar and Hazaribagjh 
parliamentary constituencies. 

6. In fact 44-Chatra (SC) new parliamentary constituency has come into existence due 
to increase of one assembly constituency in Palamau district and one in Hazaribagh Dis¬ 
trict. Thus there are two surplus assembly constituencies in Palamau district anti oia 
surplus assembly constituency in Hazaribagh district and three assembly constituenocm 
which were found wanting to form one parliamentary constituency of 44-Chatra ',90, 
have been brought from Gaya district. They are all contiguous assembly. comtiltiCncifcs, 
and could be adjusted amongst 44-Chatra (SC), 45-Dhanwar and. 48-Hhzaribagh parlia¬ 
mentary constituencies. 

I had already submitted my amendments to the proposal of the Commission ctr 
February 20, 1975 for consideration after detailed discussion but unfortunately they haw 
not been accepted. I am therefore, submitting them again, as a Note of Dissent wife 
slight modification in the light of the present proposal: oh;the Commission for favour «d 
publication.
